Military District and were not well-equipped or very effective* Yangchou 
(119-27, 32-24) and the defense of the coastal area bad been placed under the 
command of a coastal defense bureau. 2 In addition to a sea defense regiment 
under the command of SUN Chung-ming ( % 'if ^ ) , the Chinese Communists 
organized a sea patrol battalion in NanVung (120-52, 32-02) and Lussuchen 
(121-38, 32-04). 3 Each battalion had six or seven armed motor sailboats. 
Various independent regiments and hsien public security battalions were 
responsible for land defense.
